1. During this contact CASSOWARY 15 delivered the necessary forms and 
photos for the Alien Affairs Office so that proper action could be taken 
to correct CASSOWARY 2 ' s Alien Registration Card. The "news item" 
messages were also obtained during this contact.

3. CASSOWARY 15 mentioned the name of a Ukrainian, one Ivan SALIJ, who 
is in touch with CASSOWARY 2 and is an electrical engineer. He had four 
additional years of instruction beyond college level in communications 
while he was in Europe and since his arrival in the United States, 1948- 
1949, he has been attending an electronics school in the New York area. 

He will soon complete the first two phases of instruction; the third 
phase, however, is a restricted one which only a few U.S. citizens are 
allowed to enter. CASSOWARY 2 would appreciate our help in aiding this 
man to obtain the third phase of training. Upon completion of the third 
phase SALIJ would be an expert in the communications field and would be 
able to install and direct a complete radio station. Since, if we 
arranged to have him complete this third phase of schooling, he would be 
indebted to us and he would be a valuable man to have should future needs 
require an expert in this field, the undersigned is of the opinion that 
everything possible should be done to enable him to complete this schooling. 

Recommendation : It is recommended that the equipment listed above be 

reviewed and that approval be granted for purchase of those items which 
are considered necessary. If is further recommended that no space be
